T HESE are naturally 
thought of together, be- 
cause iu nature's hernia 
they harmonize per- 
fectly, and when any 
•illy human being tries 
to improve on her the result is ao ridic- 
ulous and badly doue that wo admire 
nature more than over. Thia subject 
scarcely includes the male sex, for only 
boys have any hair in these days, and no 
man wastes much time worrying over 
bis bald head or complexion. For many 
centuries long hair was a distinctive 
mark of kings and nobles. Tho Gauls 
aud tho Goths looked on long liair as an 
honor. Men’s wigs never deceive auy 
one, even if they are changed weekly to 
simulate growth and afterward tho bar- 
ber’s attentions. Ministers in my young 
daysWften made spectacles of tliomsolves 
with horrid looking wigs fastened on by 
springs, which were not always secure 
and called for frequent manipulation, 
oven in the most exciting portion of the 
solemn discourse or exhortation, but 
now a shining, hairless pate looks wiso 
and reven-nd Women of tho last gen- 
eration used to be ashamed of white 
hair, however thick and iteooining, cov- 
ering it with nn ugly “foieti.p, ’’ taking 
it gladly off when white hair waa fash- 
ionable. 

Last year I met a frivolous woman 
w ho confessed that she had paid moro 
than 4300 in Paris to havo her 
changing hair bleached to a silvery 
white. The result was not particularly 
successful, but with false sido puffs in 
frout and a superb coil added at the 
back tho effect, with her black oyes and 
bronzed checks, was most striking, aud 
slie was stared at to her heart's satisfac- 
tion, with tho universal verdict that sho 
was a fool for h«r pains. Hho often told 
those she met that sho inherited this 
white hair from a grandfather whose 
hair was snow white at 30. Then the 
unpleasant word “liar” was added, and 
she waa a general laughing stock, but 
knew it not 

Young people do their best to abuse 
and destroy both hair and complexion 
as they do their teeth and eyes and 
bands and feet 1 often look at two 
friends of mine and wonder if they re- 
alize how they look and how awfully 
silly they have been. I cannot be too 
eevero on them, because, being langhed 
at by n:y mates on account of such a 
big head and such unmanageable masses 
of red hair, I cat out on each side 
enough to mako a regal braid. What 
would I give for it now? Now, alas, it 
is auch a big head aud so little hair, for 
with hairdressers to bang and crimp 
and burn, and Father Time quietly pull- 
ing at it all these years, 1 am grateful 
that enough is loft to cover my skull. 
But no amount of ridicule or temarks 
about Judas having had tho same “dis- 
sembling color” even tempted mo to 
try to improve the shade, just the color 
for my complexion. But my friends 
could not resist, and how deeply they 
must regret their folly! 

One is a dashing, ambitious young 
married woman, fond of admiration, 
anxious to bo n social lender aud noticed 
iu the papers. She used to have the 
most desirablo hair possible, a rich 
chestnut brown, with a natural ripple 
of gold in it, the poets’ favorite color 
and often described by novelists. But 
she was not satisfied — wanted more gold 
iu it, longed for tho combination, so ef- 
fective (when natural), of black eyes 
and tawny locks, an effect often at- 
tempted by actresses. So, investing iu 
aome kind of oriental dye or champague 
coloring warranted not to injnro tho 
hair nor affect the health, sho proceed- 
ed to do both. 

People began to wonder what that 
pretty woman had done to her hair, for, 
while in certain lights and under a veil 
it was startlingly becoming, in other 
lights it was a pinkish yellow or an ir- 
idescent purplish shade. She has just 
recovered from a long and dangerous 
illness cansed, it is said, by profuse use 
of dyes and cosmetic*. Her long glorious 
hair has been shorn. Hha wears little 
Frenchy caps to cover tho condition of 
her head. Tho hair literally burm<d off 
iu spots, and on her forehead the hair is 
noither false nor natural iu color, but 
will be allowed to grow out without 
further attentions. Colored hair is either 
a sign of depravity or idiocy, and no one 
ever is deluded for one moment into 
thinking it pretty.

Another of my acquaintances, 
hearing that ammonia would lighten 
the hair, dipped her hang with it undi- 
luted and now goes round trying to find 
something harmless to restore the color. ! 
All that hair needs is u washing once a 
mouth iu warm water, with pure castile 
soap, or a little borax, or the yolks of 
two eggs beaten up iu a pint of liinewa- 1

stand aud place it near the frout edge, 
a little to the riglitof thoevnter. Cut in 
the felt a hole, iu which thu base of tho 
iukbtaud will fit exactly. Theu put a 
row of the tacks around this opening, so 
that the cloth will not stretch there, 
finally gluing the iukstaud firmly iu 
place. With such a receptacle for ink 
tho owner of the writing board need not 
be nfraid it will spill when tho board is 
st t away, standing on end. 

A small monthly calendar is pasted 
on tho board iu tbe center to the left of 
tho inkstand, and to tho luft of tho cal- j 
eudar is tacked a little pocket of felt or | 
ribbon, just large enough to hold a tiny 
book, with oiled paper leaven, to hold j 
stamps. Places fur envelopes, paper aud 
postal cards are made of pieces of felt 
tacked dowu on throe sidus, thu fourth 
sidu hollowed oat in the center, so that 
one can easily take hold of the contents. 
A moro convenient way of getting out 
the stationery when wanted is made pos- 
sible by the uso of narrow ribbon. It is 
tacked by one end on the board before 
the felt picco is put ou and must be se- 
cured just about in tho center of the 
place the felt will occupy. It must be 
long enough to reach from there to tiie 
bottom of the felt nnd theu back again, 
projecting from tho top or open end. If 
these pieces of felt have embroidered ou 
them in gold the names of their con- 
tents, it will add to the looks of tho 
writing board as well as to its conven- 
ience. A strap of broad silk elastio, to 
match tho felt, is tacked on near the 
front odgo to form a series of places in- 
to which tho paper knife, pen, penknife, 
envelope opener aud perhaps a pair of 
paper shears may tm slipped.
